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1. In early June, 3,000 troons of the Chinese Communist 4 Field Army arrived in 
Canton from Yorea. They moved to the Huiyang (11426, 23-05)-Paoan (113-56, 
22032) ares for reorganization. An artillery regiment of the 4 Field Army 
aleo arrived in Canton from Korea, then moved to Nanpa (>; nf ry) Island in the 
mouth of the Pearl River for reorganization. 


2 Disposition of Chinese Communist troops in Kwangtung was es follows: 40 Army, 
strength 4,000 men, at Planyu (113-26, 23-01) and Hnahsien (113-18, 23-29): 
42 Army, strength 6,000 nen, vart at Kukong (Chtuchiang-+113<33, 24-50) and 
Dart in the Hutyang-Paoan erea; 39 Army, strength 3,000 men, to be sent to 
the border region of Kwangsi and then to eastern Kwangtung for reorfanizafsion.

Renorts that Chinese Communist trocns were transferred to the Canton area from 
Koren are untrue. However, in Inte May, 2,000 unarmed Chinese Communist troovs 
arrived in Canton from north Kwangtung. In mid-June these troons were at 
Ktanalo (j) “@ ) village on the south bank of the Pearl River in the Canton 
area. They oe being equipved by the Kvangtung 10 Public Security Division. 


4%. On 31 lay and 6 June a total of 2,000 Chinese Communist troons wounded in Vorea 
arrived in Canton from laniow. Some of these troons were in the Chinese 
Cerrunist Army Second Hoanitel at Ta Tao Shan (4 4% (1, ) in the Canton area, 
which is under the Central anfl South China Milita “Area Command.

5. In early June, the Kwangtung Government or-anized 800 laborers and 480 stevedores 
at the Whatpoa wharves into 10 comnanies, each cormany with four squads of 
laborers, 20 in each squad, ani three squads of stevedores, 16 in each squad. 
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
